My son replied to the old Indian, “No, not Ne-oam-bahds.” 

The old man quickly asked again, “You Allen boy?! 

No,“ was the reply. 

The old man looked a little puzzled and afver a moment's 
again: Tou, Oliver boy?” : 

“Yes; I am Oliver Huntington’s boy, was the viele. 

Then the strange old man took him by both: shoulders, and wes the 
boy’s own words, “shook me like a blanke.“ 

The good old red man, w. soul was full of love and fond recollections

There is something 1 in this niall trait—the power of oon’ 
parison, or discernment which the Indians possess. I ea hardly name 
it to my own satisfaction. He could have been with me not more: than 
one day and two nights, 3 two: nights.on one of kwo.occasious. 
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a year or two before Oliver was born. He had heard my name and remem- 
bered it. But how could he see me in the son, when the son is the type of 
the mother in the white man’s eyes! 

They are a peculiar people with singular 8 which ihe white inan 
does not possess, Their minds are not benumbed, clouded or cramped 
with the study of books — not that I would deprecate the knowledge 
obtained i in books, yet I see the advantages of the Indian’ s education. 
His i is obtained entirely from the Book of Nature. 

Few men can be proficient in either kind of education, books or 
nature, yet we may acquire something in each. 

_ Indians seem to be directed by inspiration to a greater extent shee we, 
in certain ways. It reaches right into the common occurrences of life. 
For instance on one occasion, I with others was on a desert. We were all 
ignorant of the features of the country and we were nearly famished for 
water. . It was night, the one Indian in our company knew no more of the 
country than I did. He and a white man who was well acquainted with 
Indian life, ways and customs, fell behind the other members of the party 
in the fore part of the night. During that time the Indian went through 
incantations and sang some chants peculiar to the tribe; after which he 
said to us in a cheerful mood, 

I have found water, good water—way up in the mountain—we all have 
water, ore morning.“ And sure enough just before day he found water. 
He wandered off by himself, found the water and returned and led us to 
a sparkling. stream. 

At a certain time in n Indian read to me from the * of 
nature a profitable lesson. On one occasion a man was arrested for kid- 
napping a couple of Mormons from Lllinois and taking them into Missouri, 
where they were tied to trees, whipped and put in confinement. Soon 
after they made their escape and came back to Nauvoo. Subsequently, 
one of these kidnappers came into Nauvoo in disguise; but he was imme- 
diately recognized and arrested. 

The matter made some little stir omens the people, and a rabble fol- 
lowed the marshal and prisoner toward the magistrate’s office. The

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THE ZIONIST CONGRESS. 


Aw international congress of Jews was held in August in Basel, Switzer- 

land. It was called “The Zionist Congress,” as its object was to give 
_ impetus to the regathering of Israel to the Promised Land, with the view 
of there establishing a Jewish state and rebuilding Jerusalem. The call- 
ing of this congress has profoundly stired all classes of Jews. Strangely 
enough, many leading rabbis are opposed to the movement. Men who 
pray every day, Oh God have mercy upon us, and all Israel Thy people, 
and upon Jerusalem Thy holy city, and upon Zion, the residence of Thy 
glory; upon Thy altar and upon Thy temple; rebuild Jerusalem, Thy 
holy city, speedily in our days and lead us there that we may rejoice in 
the rebuilding thereof,” spiritualize their prayers so effectually that they 
have no more definite meaning than has the ordinary Christian’s petition 
to the Almighty, “Thy kingdom come.” Many of the Jews of these 
latter days belong to one of two sections: one of these classes regards 
Judaism as only a religion, the other esteems it simply a matter of race; 
it is a question of blood vs. creed. To an extent and a very deplorable 
extent too, both these divisions are apostate to the original, the true 
spirit of Judaism. Those who regard the house of Judah as simply 
the standard bearers of a peculiar creed may possibly be excused for 
twisting the glorious promises and prophecies of Isaiah and other 
ancient worthies regarding the restoration of Israel to the land of his 
inheritance, from their evident intent, but no such excuse can be offered 
for those who regard Israel as a rave and a people—a people who are 
the subjects of Jehovah’s immediate care, to whom ‘He has given the 
promise that they shall be His first born among:.all’ the nations of the 
earth, and that, with power and outstretched arm He will gather them 
in the latter days to their former. n and make them powerful end 
great. 

Those who favor the Zionist movement argue that the re- gathering 
is a necessity. They assert that the anti-Jewish feeling (generally called 
anti-Semitism) is growing rapidly in the world until it is now almost 
universal in continental Europe. One writer who takes this view (Max 
Nordau) declares that hundreds of thousands of Jews “are living in the 
most awful squalor and misery conceivable within the confines of the 
Jewish pale of Russia or among the wild Kurdish tribes of Asia Minor. 
The inhabitants of these congested districts— refer particularly to the 
pale—are not only suffering from dire privations, but their vitality and 
that of their children is gradually being undermined, and the race is 
threatened with both physical and moral degeneration. III-fed, ill- housed 
anemic mothers can give birth only to puny, sickly children. Iti is for the 
salvation of these poor people that there arises the necessity of prompt 
action. All but the wilfully blind must surely see that if the present 
condition of things lasts in a few years from now the Jews of the Russian : 


pale will be past regeneration. 
It is further argued that this feeling of distrust iil hatred eas 


Israel is deepening in intensity and extending its limits, and the question 
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Tt) presented, why should the Jews forever dwell in a hostile camp, when 
the land of their fathers is open to them to possess? 

There is a great difference of opinion among leading Jews as to the 
feasibility of their colonization of Palestine. Some claim that the Otto- 
man government will readily sell them the territory they desire to acquire. 
Others think differently, and the weight of evidence is on their side; for 
thus far the Turks have shown no inclination to aid, in any way, the 
return of Judah. Mr. H. Guedalla, of London, says, “Sir Moses Montefiore 
spent an enormous sum in the Holy Land forty-five years prior to his 
death, besides a vast amount of labor, and it is well know that in 1876-7, 
I, as chairman of the committee of Turkish bondholders, who had invested 

240,000,000 pounds sterling, was engaged actively for five years, at great 
expense, endeavoring to get land in Palestine in return for the unpaid 
coupons.” Of course, without success, as present conditions show. 

This is a subject of great interest to Latter-day Saints. We know that 
the J ews, by God’s mercy, will return to their ancient prophets. Further, 
we perceive that a beginning has been made, the work of re-gathering has 
commenced. Before the Lord turned the keys in this latter dispensation 
and Apostles opened the gates, Jerusalem was little else than a living 
tomb; she was a city of the past, a relic of by-gone ages,—no Jews were 
ee e to reside within her walls. But to-day the holy city is meta- 
morphosed; almost everything is changed; she has become a city of 
electric lights, daily papers, and street cars; modern improvements and 
nineteenth century institutions are noticeable on every hand; she has out- 
grown her walls, and her suburbs are struggling up the sides of the 
surrounding hills, while 60,000 Jews dwell beneath her shades. Nor is 
this all: the agricultural colonies established in various portions of the 
land are nearly all self-sustaining and prosperous, so much so that some 
of them are actually profitably exporting their products in large quantities 
to European markets. All these changes are signs that the day of Israel’s 
re-gathering has begun. 

It is possible that the Zionist enthusiasts may not be the ones that the 
Lord will use to accomplish His designs; it is altogether more probable 
that He will use many agencies rather than one only in the fulfillment of 
His word. Doubtless the wrath of man will be made to praise Him, and 
the insane anger of the Gentiles against His covenant people will be in 
His hands a strong lever in forcing them to draw nigh unto Him and to 
bring to pass His purposes in re-filling the land which He gave to Abraham, 
His servant. However it may be, the means are a secondary considera- 
tion, when all these signs, the Zionist Congress not the least, show that 
the. time for fulfillment of the words of the servants of God, in both 
ancient and modern times, has arrived. For the re-gathering of the Jews 
means much more than their simple occupancy of the land of their 
fathers. It betokens many other great events of the last days, and is a 
precursor of, and inseparably connected with, the building up of the 
kingdom of God, the coming of the Messiah, and His reign in the midst of 
mankind as King and Lord of the whole earth.—GEORGE 2 CaNNON, in 
Juvenile Instructor. 
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THE SCIENTIFIC ARGUMENT FOR IMMORTALITY. 


Lars for man is an endless and constant changing of the sini of 
things already brought into existence. For man there is no énd, as there 
has been no beginning. From the stars far away to the midges ‘we brush 
off as we write, from the blue mountains that lie upon our horizon to the 
eyes that behold them there is no exception. When a change comes it 

a result of the separation of the factors as they form other combinations. 
The very fact of a change shows separation, and separation shows fresh 
combinations. We have learnt when the tree decays and the fluwer fades, 
when hollows are formed in the sides of hills and snow nielts, when | a 
storm goes out and a man dies, we have learnt that these things are dus 
to the nature of life. Something i is divided, something is gone, and some- 
thing is left. But even in the act of separation the factors are forming 
other combinations in accordance with the spirit of life, its endlessness or 
immortality. When a fire burns, we know that the coal is undergoing 
separation under the influence of heat and air, and we have learned that 
the ashes are not the only fresh combination formed. The combination 
coal has gone, but all its substance will be found as factors in fresh com- 
binations. Though it is only in very simple matters that wé can restore | 
the former combination, yet we never put down our inability to the 
annibilation of any of the factors. We cannot recover them, we say, but 
we never doubt that they are still in existence. 

But though the immortality of the objective world is sdkinowledgad, it 
is a subject of great doubt in the subjective. Living in the body here, we 
grow to think that our body is us, and the endless cases in which we are 
more or less influenced by the body helps to strengthen this feeling. But, 
indeed, though the body, being the most intimate objective part to us, 
naturally exerts a proportionally strong influence, still it is an influence : 
and not a creator. This is seen at death or the ceasing of the combination 
of the soul and body. When a man dies is there any factor unaccounted 
for in the change that comes upon him? His body still exists, but the 
rapid falling to pieces that comes upon it shows that that has gone ‘which 
held it together. He has gone, the subjective. part. I labor under the 
great disadvantage of ignorance, but I believe I am right when I say 1 

the factor which represents me cannot be placed. I stay in my present 
manifestation, as we call the union of the subjective and objective, a long 
as I can, but when, in obedience to the nature of life, separation comes, it 
is because all the factors are forming fresh combinations. The very fact 
that the body is forming new combinations shows that something has left 
it. Now, until I can be shown differently, I shall hold that this something 
is the subjective part of the combination, that it is “I,” that it must i in 
accordance with the nature of life be forming a new combination also. 
The fact that when we die, as we say, we are still in the same universe as 
this, appears to some people absolutely blasphemous. Yet it is difficult to 
see why. The present world has been enjoyed for so short a time, the 
knowledge we have gained of it so small, that it is hard to see why ' we 
should have been awakened to it at all if at death it is done, and still 
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harder to see why what is good in one portion of eternity should not be 
good in another. So, for man, life is immortal or endless, as in the objec- 
tive world so in the subjective. Life cannot be without immortality, for 
it is immortality; immortality, moreover, of individuality.— L. C. * 
in in Westminster Review. 


A PROPHECY: AND ITS FULFILMENT. 


AN interesting inquiry presents: itself at this stage, namely: Have we 
any signs presensing themselves of the literal fulfilment of the prophecies 
respecting Tarael’s restoration to the Promised Land? We have. For one 
thing, it must be noted that its process will be a gradual one. The restor- 
ation from Babylon which had been predicted was of this nature. Let us, 
then, notice what history records, and observe some of the signs of the 
times. It is an historical fact that a great change for the better has come 
upon the Jews during the past century. To a great extent they have 
become emancipated from “the yoke of the Gentiles.” In England they 
were énfranchised in 1753. In France the yoke fell off a little later. In 
Austria a liberating edict was proclaimed in 1783. In Prussia oppressive 
laws were repealed in 1787. In Russia the edict which excluded Jews 
from the country was revoked in 1805. Other countries in time followed 
these examples. The grasping Turk gave them toleration and liberty to 
possess land in Palestine in 1867; whilst in Italy the day of their humilia- 
tion terminated with the overthrow of the Pope’s temporal power in 1870. 
In all this we see the fulfilment of the prediction that in “the latter 
days” the people should burst their bonds (Jer. 30: 8). In England the 
restrictions which existed have been fully removed from the Jews. They 
now have Seats in the national legislature. A Jew has reigned as Lord 
Mayor of London, and another has enjoyed that high honor during this 
present year. Their influence in politics is rapidly extending throughout 
Europe, where they possess an extensive hold on the press of leading 
cities. They have also entered into the educational arena with zest. They 
hold in various quarters high positions as instructors of the people; and 
as scholars, linguists, critics, and professors they rank among the highest. 
Their influence in literature, education, and politics is not alone consider- 
able, but is on the increase—so much so that a leading journal has said: 
“If this upward movement continues, the Israelites, a century hence, will 
be masters of Europe” (Century, April 1882). This is not unlikely, because 
the “suré word of prophecy” has declared, “I will make you a name and 
a praise among all people of the earth” (Zeph. 3: 20). Combined with all 
this, it is to be noticed that prophecy sets forth how the Jews should be 
_ possessed of immense wealth when on the eve of restoration. There is a 
vast accumulation ef money now in Jewish hands, according to the official 
statistics of various European countries. They command some of the 
Bourses in Europe. The position of the Rothschilds is well known. Be it 
how it may, there is a noted tendency for capital to accumulate with the 
Jews; and herein we find a further prophetic fulfilment. Isaiah foretold 
that they should “eat the riches of the Gentiles,” that is, increase in 
— at the expense of the latter.— Rxv. Dr. Preston, in the Quiver. 
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JOSEPH SMITH AS AN EXPOUNDER OF SCRIPTURE, 


Onx strong evidence of Joseph Smith’s divine inspiration is the ability 
with which he explained the doctrines of the Gospel as taught in the 
Bible. The interpretations he placed upon passages containing doctrinal 
points were consistent and reasonable. He did not distort. the meaning 
of plain statements, nor did he give figurative meanings to scriptural 
declarations that were evidently intended to be accepted literally. He 
was therefore enabled to harmonize statements that are apparently con- 
tradictory in their character. In doing this he has succeded as has no 
other man of modern times either before or since his day. This fact is the 
more remarkable because many of the most learned Biblical scholars of 
the age have made the attempt and failed. The secret of his success was, 
he had the direct revelations of God to aid him. 

A few illustrations will show that the interpretations of 2 
passages as given by the Prophet Joseph Smith are in accordance with 
reason, and by applying these interpretations they enable one to barmonize 
one passage of scripture with another that. may bear upon the same 
subject. 

The generally accepted definition of the Godhead is that it is 8 
of three persons: the Father, Son and Holy Ghost, and that these three 
are one true, eternal God, the same in substance, equal in power and glory 
—although distinguished by their personal properties.” | : 

The Athanasian Creed states that “the Catholic faith is this: That we 
worship one God as Trinity in Unity—neither confounding the persons 
nor dividing the substance—for there is one person of the Father, another 
of the Son, and another of the Holy Ghost. But the Godhead of, the 
Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost is all one; the glory ame ; 
the majesty co-eternal.” 

The first of the thirty-nine Articles of the Church of England. atte | 
“There is but one living and true God, everlasting, without body, parts or 
passions, of infinite power, wisdom, and goodness; the Maker and pre- 
server of all things, both visible and invisible. And in unity of this God- 
head there be three persons of one substance, power, and eternity; the 
Father, the Son, and the Holy Ghost.” 

The first paragraph of the Augsburg Confession, which contains the 
belief of the Lutherans, reads thus: “That there is one divine essence, 
which is called, and is God, eternal, incorporeal, indivisible, infinite in 
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power, wisdom, and goodness; and yet that there are three persons who 
are of the same essence and power, and are oo eternal; the Father, the Son, 
and the Holy Spirit.“ 

The Creed of the Congregationalists hegtine as follows: We believe in 
one God, the Father Almighty, Maker of heaven and earth, and all things 
visible and invisible; and in Jesus Christ, His only Son, our Lord, who is 
of one substance with the Father; by whom all things were made; and in 
the Holy Spirit, the Lord and Giver of life, who is sent from “hd Father 
and Son, and who together with the Father and Son is worshiped and 
glorified.” 

Many denominations do not attempt, in their articles of belief, to define 
the character of the Godhead, while others who do give definitions that 
are similar to those already quoted. 

It will be seen that the descriptions of the Godhead as presented above 
are somewhat alike. In some respects they agree with the Bible, but in 
others they not only disagree with that sacred book, and are contradictory 
within themselves, inconsistent with reason, and unintelligible. | 

It is not possible to conceive of three separate persons in one undivided 
substance, as the Athanasian Creed describes the Godhead. It is equally 
impossible to comprehend the description of God, as stated in the first 
Article of the Church of England, as a being “without body, parts or 
passions,” composed of “three persons of one substance.” Substance of 
which a being i is composed must be a body, and “infinite goodness” must 
be a passion. 

The Augsburg Confession, which defines the Deity as a divine essence“ 
which is “indivisible” and yet divided in three, is also a contradiction of 
terms, and is therefore inconceivable. _ 

Many commentators and theological writers have advocated similar 
doctines ‘concerning the Godhead and have attempted to make it possible 
for readers of their works to comprehend the subject; but it has been an 
impossible task. No such descriptions of the Godhead can be harmonized 
with what the holy scriptures teach | concerning the subject. If the God- 

head be a “trinity in unity; or three persons in one person, an undivided 
substance” or an “indivisible” “divine essence,” how could “the Spirit of 
God,“ one of the “indivisible” three in one, be seen “descending like a 
dove and light upon him,” (Christ, another person of the trinity in unity ;) 
and how could be heard a “voice from heaven,” (which must have been 
the voice of the Father) saying, “This is my beloved Son, in whom I am 
well pleased”? (Matt. 3: 16, 17.) Again, if this explanation of the God- 

head be accepted, how was it Stephen, while on the earth, being full of 
the Holy Ghost; looked up steadfastly into heaven,” and saw “Jesus stand- 
ing on the right hand of God”? (Acts 7: 55). If it should be admitted 
that the Deity is without body, parts or passions,” it would be impossible 
to harmonize such a belief with scriptural passages which state: “So God 
created man in his own image.” (Gen. 1: 27); “And the Lord spake unto 
Moses face to face, as a man speaketh unto his friend” (Exo. 33: 11); 
“The Lord is merciful and graci bus, slow in anger, and plenteous in mercy” 
(Psalm 103; 8); “He that loveth not knoweth not God; for God is love” 
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(J John 4: 8). Besides these few passages quoted there are scores of others 
in the Bible which prove that God has a body, parts and passions. _ 

Joseph Smith defines the Godhead as being composed of the Father, Son, 
and HolySpirit. The Father and Son are described as being “two person- 
ages” the latter being “called the Son because of the flesh,” and “possess- 
ing the same mind with the Father, which mind is the Holy Spirit, that 
bears record of the Father and the Son, and these three are one.” He 
teaches that as man is in the likeness of Christ, so He is in the likeness of 
His Father. He does not teach that the Father and Son are one in body, 
but one in mind, wisdom, glory and power: It was this kind of unity the 
Savior had reference to when He said “Neither pray I for these alone, but 
for them also which shall believe on me through their word; that they all 
may be one; as thou, Father, art in me, and Ti in thee, . that they also may. : 
be one in us.” 

This description of the Father, Son and Holy Spirit will not conflict 
with any passage of the scripture which speaks of them either singly or 
collectively. 

St. Paul defines faith as “the substance of things hoped 1 the evidence 
of things not seen” (Heb. 11: 1). : 

Bible commentators have endeavored to show this to mean that if a 
person had faith, he was already in possession of the substance of the 
thing he had faith in receiving, or which he hoped for; and, having the 
substance of the things hoped for it was an evidence of the thing, or the 
possession of the thing, which, however, was not seen. All that can be 
understood from such a definition is, that faith in a thing hoped, for 
mean’s to imagine you possess it, and then you have its substance, but 
cannot see it. This does not in the least explain the meaning of faith. 

The Prophet Joseph Smith makes this definition as given by Paul clear 
by inserting the word assurance in place of substanee. Faith is not a sub 
stance, it is therefore evident that the passage was mistranslated in the 
old or authorized version of the New Testament. The Prophet took the 
liberty of suggesting the proper word to make the passage intelligible. 
Over forty years later the revisers of the New Testament saw fit to insert 
the very same word in the passage as it appears in the,revisad version. 

The Apostle John records there words of the Savior to Nicodemus: 
“Except a man be born of water and of the Sort, he connor enter, into 
the Kingdom of God.” (John 3: 5). 

There are some who teach that “born of water” ‘dons nots mean baptism 
in water, that water baptism is not essential to salvation, Others go to 
the opposite extreme and teach that infants, if not baptized, will be 
condemned to eternal punishment, even if they die in their innocence, 
Neither one of these claims can be substantiated by corroborative scrip- 
tural testimony. They conflict with the plain teachings“of Christ and 
His Apostles. To say that it is not necessary unto salvation. for mankind 
to be baptized, contradicts the words of the Savior, “He that. believeth | 
and is baptized shall be saved” (Mark 16: 16). The claim that, children 
need baptism does not harmonize with the saying of Obrist, I. oamernot 
to call the righteous, but sinners to repentance.” (Mark 2: 17), Baptiam 
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follows faith and repentance, and is for the remission of sin. It cannot 
be applicable to children who are without sin, and ho cannot exercise 
faith nor repent. 

The teachings of J oseph Smith make it clear that all whi have arrived 
at the age of accountability must be baptized in order to enter into the 
Kingdom of God. This explanation or acceptation of the words of the 
Savior to Nicodemus in no way conflicts with other scriptures. _ 

In Joseph Smith’s time, the words of Christ to the penitent thief on 
the cross, “To-day shalt thou be with me in paradise” (Luke 23: 43), were 
generally interpreted to mean that the thief was promised salvation with- 
out any compliance with the ordinances of the Gospel. 

The Prophet proved from the Bible that this was not the case. He 
made the explanation that Hades, sheol, paradise, spirits in prison, are 
all one: it is a world of spirits, and that it was to this place the thief 
went. The statement of the Apostle Peter (I Peter 3: 18, 19, 20) confirms 
this; and the words of the risen Redeemer, to Mary: “Touch me not; for 
I am not yet ascended to my Father” (John 20: 17), prove that Christ 
did not go to heaven on the day He told the thief he would be with Him 
in paradise. 

In the firat part of the 24th chapter of Matthew i is recorded the Savior's 
prediction concerning the destruction of the temple at Jerusalem. Follow- 
ing it is the question of His disciples: “Tell us when shall these things 
be? and what shall be the sign of thy coming, and of the end of the 
world?” e Savior proceeds to answer both these questions—concerning 
the destruction of the temple and the city, and also concerning the signs 
of His coming and the end of the world. In the 14th verse His words are 
recorded thus: “And this gospel of the kingdom shall be preached in 
all the world for a witness unto all nations; and then shall the end come.” 

Bible commentators claim that the events predicted in this verse were 
fulfilled at the time of the destruction of Jerusalem or thereabouts—that 
the gospel had then been preached to every nation, and that the end had 
come to the Jewish dispensation. There is no warrant for claiming that 
this passage refers to the end of the Jewish dispensation. The question 

asked was about the sign of the second coming of Christ and of the end 
of the world, and it is consistent to believe that this was an answer to the 
question, and not in reference to a subject foreign to the one inquired 
about. Then why should the gospel be preached for a witness unto all 
nations that the end of the Jewish dispensation was at hand? The various 
nations of the earth needed no witness of an event that only concerned 
the Jews. 

That the end of the world is referred to is evident from other events 
that should take place as predicted in the same chapter: “Immediately 
after the tribulation of those days shall the sun be darkened, and the moon 
shall not give her light, and the stars shall fall from heaven, and the

between death and the final judgment.” 
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powers of the heavens shall be shaken: And then shall appear the sign 
of the Son of man in heaven: and then shall all the tribes of the darth 
mourn, and they shall see the Son of man coming in the clouds of heaven 
with power and great glory.” Matt. 24: 29, 30. But uninspired 1 “who 
attempt to harmonize these scriptures say that the prediction concerning 
the sun and moon being darkened, and the stars falling, etc., is “figurative 
language.” If so why is not the remainder of the sentence also figurative 
language: “and they shall see the Son of man coming in abe clouds of 
heaven with power and great glory”? 

The modern prophet makes the meaning of the 14th verse of the above 
mentioned chapter unmistakable by rendering it thus: “And again, this 
gospel of the kingdom shall be preached in all the world, for a witness 
unto all nations, and then shall the end come, or the destruction of the 
wicked.” That the gospel should be preached to every nation just pre- 
vious to the end of the world, or, in other words, the end of the reign of 
wickedness, is in harmony with Daniel 2: 44, Revelation 14: 6, 7, and with 

all scriptural prophecies upon the subject. : 

The evangelist John records this saying uttered by the Savior: “And 
other sheep I have which are not of this fold: them also I must bring, and 
they shall hear my voice; and there shall be one fold, and one shepherd” 
(John 10: 16). 

It is generally believed that the “other sheep” Christ mentions were 
the Gentiles that accepted the Gospel through the teachings of His 
Apostles. This cannot be His meaning, for He had “no other sheep” 
among the Gentiles, for none of them, of which there is any record, be- 
lieved at that time. He also says: “I am not sent but unto the lost 
sheep of the house of Israel” (Matt. 15: 24). There is no account of Him 
going to visit the heathen, or of the latter hearing His voice. It is true 
that afterwards the Gospel was preached unto the Gentiles by Christ’s 
Apostles, and some accepted it; and people have been led to believe that 
the Savior had reference to these facts when He uttered the above 8 
words to His disciples. 

From what has been revealed through the Prophet J oseph Smith one 
can better understand the true meaning of these words of Christ. The 
Book of Mormon, which he brought to light, gives proof that Christ had 

“other sheep” of the house of Israel which he visited, and they heard His 
voice, for He appeared to them in person, and taught them the same truths 
as He did His disciples in Jerusalem. 

The passages of scripture mentioned above are only a very ; few among 
the many both in the Old and in the New Testaments which have been 
made plain by the revelations of the Prophet Joseph Smith. It is true, 
as many Latter-day Saints have testified, that the Bible appears in a ner 
light to those who accept its teachings in the spirit in which they are 
given, without — a private interpretation upon them.

WHAT IS COURTESY? 


AN eastern despot is said to have asked two interpreters the meaning of a 
dream which had troubled him. One of them bluntly replied, “Your 
majesty will lose all your relatives, and then die.“ He was promptly 
beheaded. The other put the matter less offensively, and said, “Your 
majesty will survive all your relatives.” He, for his equivocation and 
well-concealed warning, was loaded with favors. The latter was certainly 
more courteous than candid. The question therefore arises, What is true 
courtesy? Probably the derivation of the word suggests the original 
ideal: for it seems at first to have been used in reference to the court of a 
king or nobleman, whose friends or attendants were supposed to acquire a 
higher standard of feeling and greater grace of manners than prevailed i in 
the lower grades of society. Although the behavior of courtiers in the 
middle ages might be often somewhat artificial and insincere, the good 
old word never seems to have fallen into disrepute, or to have expressed 
anything but what was at least outwardly kind and graceful. 

There is, of course, in the present day a certain kind of surface-polish, 
which good breeding and intercourse with the higher circles of society. 
may impart, while it may cover much insincerity and bitter feeling. But 
this is not courtesy worthy of the name. True courtesy springs from a 
proper sense of what is due to others, even to the poorest and humblest. 
It is prompted by benevolence as well as justice, and produces a delicate 
regard for the feelings and susceptibilities of all with whom we have to 
do. It unites kindness of heart to graciousness of manner. Even kind 
and generous actions are sometimes so performed as to cause the recipient 
more pain than pleasure, while a reproof or a refusal may be so sweetened | 
by courtesy as to almost prevent a sense of mortification or disappoint- 
ment. It was said of Cesar that his blame was so skilfully conveyed as 
to seem like praise; and Lord Chesterfield, in writing of the great Duke 
of Marlborough, relates that, although he frequently refused favors, he 
did so with a graciousness that consoled, and almost removed any feeling 
of vexation. This is a behaviour often appreciated by the lowest and 
most ill-bred persons; and although they could not describe it in so many 
words, they feel that they have to do with a gentleman. 

I remember once landing at Kingstown from the Holyhead patket with 
a small hand-bag, which I was about to carry up a few hundred yards to 
the train for Dublin. A bright keen-witted Irish boy ran after me, offer- 
ing to relieve me of my burden. He pressed me so much that I at laat 
asked how much he would take it for. With sparkling. black eyes be. 
replied, . “Och, sir, for nothing 88 all, just for the honor of the thing.” 


“Very well, my lad,” I said, “you shall have the honor.” 80 on we went 
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to the station. When I had thanked him for his kind offices, and told him 
that he had enjoyed the coveted distinction, he touched his cap, and with 
a knowing twinkle of the eye, rejoined, Ah! but your honor’s a gintle- 
man.”

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THE PRODUCTION OF LARGE ARTIFICIAL ‘DIAMONDS, 


Consul GERMAIN, of Zürich, says: Diamonds of a very size 
been produced artificially heretofore, but, no one has as yet succeeded in 
producing large ones. Mr. E. Moyat claims to have discovered a new 
process by which to produce diamonds of large dimensions. 249 
ciple, his process is about the same as the one already inven by 
others, and that is to obtain crystallised carbon out of iron and coal by 
means of high pressure and high temperature. Let there is some 
improvement in the Moyat process as regards the technical operation. 
Pulverised coal, iron chips, and liquid carbonic acid are placed in a 
steel tube and hermetically sealed. The contents are then subjected to 
the action of ‘an electric arc light by means of two electrodes intro- 
duoed into biſe tube. The iron liquefies, is then saturated. by part of 
the pulverised coal; at the same time the liquid .carbonic acid evaporates, 
thereby creating an enormous pressure on the mixture of iron and | 
This pressure again considerably increases the dissolution of the coal i in 
the liquid iron. .While the mixture is cooling, the carbon orystallises 
partly in the form of real diamonds and partly in the form of similar 
stones. These crystals are then segregated by dissolving the iron in 
diluted muriatic acid. The mixture, by the above method, remains under 2 
high pressure during the operation of the electric current, while by other 
methods the pressure is obtained later on * bys means ol tho ia 
cooling process of the crucible.” *

cramp.” This proves that the seat of sensation is not in the limb, and if not 
in one limb, the presumption is that it is not inherent in any other part of 
the body. If the seat of sensation, or the conscious personality, i is inde- 
pendent of the body, then the reasonable inference is that the power to 
feel pain or pleasure survives what is commonly called death. We have 
no right to assume that the living powers are dependent on the same 
forces that sustain the natural body. The reason and the power to love 
and hate, enjoy pleasure and suffer pain, often remain intact until the 
moment of death. If the powers of ‘personality were dependent on 
natural forces, they would be affected by the diseases that cause death. 
The body is changing constantly, and in the course of sixty years each 
individual uses an immense amount of food material which merely changes 
form, remains a short time, and then continues the ceaseless round of 
Nature. And yet the personality remains intact. Hence the individual 
must be independent in nature and of the source of sustaining power. 
One limb can be removed and the seat of sensation is not affected. Two 
limbs can be taken away and sensation will remain. All the limbs 
may be amputated without destroying sensation, reason, or affection. Is 
it unreasonable, then, to assume that the personality does not die with 
the body? Rather does it not seem that at death the soul—comprehiend- 
ing all thé elements of personality—merely lays aside the body like a 
garment? Thus does Nature prophesy of a future life.—Christian Age. 


CAN GOLD BE MADE}? 


Ir Dr. Stephen H. . Emmens, ot New Vork, a ee American chemist, 
whose explosive, “emmensite,” has been adopted by the U. 8. Government 
for the coast defences, is not deceived by his own researches, the “philoso- 
pher’s stone” has been discovered at last, and it is possible to manufacture 
gold from silver. Dr. Emmens declares that the U. S. Bureau of Assays, 
which corresponds to our mint, has bought an ignot of his artificial gold 
for coining purposes. The new gold has the appearance and weight 
of natural gold, and withstands all the chemical tests for that metal. Yet 
it is made from silver by a process which the discoverer keeps a secret at 
present. He only discloses the fact that, by a chemical treatment of 
silver, he prepares a new substance called argentaurum, which appears: 
to be an intermediate.chemical stage between silver and gold. A further 
treatment of the argentaurum produces gold itself. Unluckily for Dr. 

Emmens,.from a pecuniary point of view, this artificial gold is manufac- 
tured at a slight loss, so that his “philosopher's stone,” like a good many 
other things that are largely sought, is hardly worth. the pains of finding 
out.
